The Seebeck Stamp Contracts 


IFTY-TWO years ago this June stamp 
collectors were startled to read in the 
pages of the Philatelic Journal of 
America a translation of a contract 
signed earlier that year between Post- 

master General Salvador J. Carazo, of Salva- 
dor and Nicholas F, Seebeck, Secretary of the 
Hamilton Bank Note Engraving Company of 
New York City, whereby Mr. Seebeck agreed 
to supply Salvador for a period of ten years 
with postage stamps free of charge, the con- 
tractor obtaining all remainders and having 
complete freedom to reprint each obsolete 
series. C, Mekeel, publisher of the maga- 
zine, then one of the leading philatelic jour- 
nals was bitter in condemnation of the con- 
tract and Seebeck for his part in it. And ever 
since the subject has been discussed as critic- 
ally, until “Seebeck” has become a byword in 
the hobby. Most who now use the word know 
little concerning its origin. 

The contract, pattern for others which 
were later made with Ecuador, Honduras 
and Nicaragua read as follows, having been 
published in Spanish in the official journal of 
Salvador: 


EXECUTIVE GOVERNMENT 


OFFICE OF THE SECRETARY OF STATE 


Contract signed on the 27th day of March, 
1889, between the Postmaster-General of the 
Republic of Salvador, authorized to that ef- 
fect by the Supreme Government of said Re- 
public, on the one part, and Mr. Nicholas F. 
Seebeck, Secretary of the Hamilton Bank 
Note Engravimg Company, of New York, on 
the second part, in the following terms: 


N. F. Seebeck, in representation of the 
above named company, binds himself to sup- 
ply, free of any cost, to the mail service of 
Salvador, such quantities of the necessary 
postal issues as will be hereinafter determined, 
for the period of ten successive years, com- 
mencing from the date of the ~resent agree- 
ment, according to the designs which the 
General Management will supply on the first 
day of April of each year, it being under- 
stood that same will be modified annually in 
a manner that the issues of each period of 
twelve months be perfectly distinct from 
those preceding and following sghem, while 
the type adopted for each year’s series of 
postal issues must be uniform. 


2. The stamps will be engraved on steel 
plates in the most artistic manner, and in a 
way that will render them impossible to 
counterfeit, in the following quantities, which 
may be increased in case the requirements of 
the mail service render it necessary to do so; 
viz: 

1,500,000 stamps of 1, 2, 3, 5, 10, 20, 2

3. The postal issues must be delivered, 
faultless, by the company to the representa- 
tive of Salvador in New York, on the 15th 
day of November of each year, preceding

served, the matrices of the postal 
sealed by the Representative of Salvador and

4. It is understand that the company can 
not make, of the issues which it prepares for

8. Upon the representative of Salvador 
being notified by the Supreme Government 
that the issues of each successive year being 
declared void and not receivable for postage, 
and advice having been given to that effect 
to the engraving company, the latter can 
withdraw from the safe deposit already men- 
tioned, the matrices of the postal issues, and 
break, in the presence of the Representative, 
the seals referred to in Article 2, for the pur- 
pose of using the plates to make such re- 
prints as the engraving company may want 
to sell to stamp collectors and dealers. 


9, It is understand that the issues of each 
year will be delivered in Salvador thirty days 
before the appointed time for their being put 
into use. 


10. As an exception, the remainders that 
will result on the 31st of December of the 
current year, of the 1 cent and 2 cent stamps 
recently ordered from the American Bank 
Note Company of New York, will only pass 
into the hands of the Hamilton Company, 
whatever be the date of their delivery, until 


the 31st of December of 1890, so that the is- 
sue, which the company will have ready in 
November, according to the terms of this 


contract, will only comprise for the current 
year a series of stamps of 3, 5, 10, 20, 25 
and 50 cents and $1.00; the other postal is- 
sues being engraved in the quality which is 
determined in the Article 2 of the present 
agreement. 

11. In order to avoid as far as possible all 
differences that might arise between the con- 
tracting parties on account of the wording of 
some of the preceding clauses, the engraving 
binds itself to interpret the same 
the interests of Salvador.

By N. F. Seebeck, Secretary. 


No detailed and accurate biography of N. 
F, Seebeck seems to have been printed. The 
man employed his talents in various ways, 
and probably due to the fact that a number 
of prominent dealers of his day had dealings 
in his productions, there has since appeared 
little statistical data on these transactions. 
His first recorded attempt at supplying 
stamps was the issue of Dominican Republic 
in 1879, but whether these also were free is 
not recorded. But he did retain the plates and 
these were employed by the Dominican Min- 
ister to France to have bogus overprints pro- 
duced in 1891 which caused that gentleman 
to receive his passport. Seebeck also was in- 
volved in the Bolivar portrait series supplied 
the Colombian State of Bolivar in the ’80s. 





But it is doubtful if he retained a quantity 
of these or had-reprints made as his stamp 
dealer’s pricelist of 1882 doesn’t particularly 
feature them, This book by the way, was one 
of the largest and most pretentious that had 
yet been issued by a stamp dealer. Stamps 
were priced used and unused, singly and per 
dozen (and he could not supply but a few 
of the two above mentioned countries by the 
dozen); there were many plates of illustra- 
tions; and the 110 pages of listings were 
bound in cloth stamped in gold. His address 
then was 97 Wall St., New York City. The 
vague data on Seebeck is emphasized by the 
fact that the date of his death is not defi- 
nitely recorded. 

Gus and Henry Calman, once important 
figures in American stamp dealing, bought out 
Seebeck. The Calmans had bought out J. W. 
Scott in the ’70s 21u formed the Scott Stamp 
& Coin Co., Ltd., which they controlled un- 
til the surviving brother sold out his interest 
in the company in 1902. They contracted 
with Seebeck early in the ’90s to buy all 
the remainders returned to him each year by 
the contracting governments and after See- 
beck’s death, supposed to have occurred in 
1900, they purchased his entire estate with 
its millions of stamps, and presumably plates. 
One of the Calman’s still had in 1924 some 
60,000,000 of the stamps, and there have 
been other reports of varying sized transac- 
tions in the stamps. The plates were destroyed, 
it is averred by O. Beer, El Salvador dealer, 
in 1911, when the New York consuls of the 
four Seebeckized countries chipped in to pay 
an unnamed New York wholesaler 250,000 
silver pesos to destroy the plates. But first 
he was permitted to make a million sets of 
reprints. This is told in a recent issue of the 


Stamp Wholesaler.

On July 15 at Balboa Heights, Canal Zone, 
the Canal Zone Bureau of Posts will place 
on sale a new denomination air mail stamp, 
a 30c. It will be an addition to the current 
series which appeared in 1931.

It should be borne in mind that at the 
time of the Seebeck issues, postal stationery 
was a popular specialty, so N. F. provided 
each country on his “free list” with copious 
quantities of postal cards, wrappers and 
stamped envelopes, many of which are com- 
monly met with today at bourses in accu- 
mulations of covers, and always unused. 
Ecuador and Salvador didn’t get any cards, 
but the contractor supplied the latter country 
with so many kinds of envelopes on various 
colored papers that the cards weren’t ser- 
iously missed. 

Only two contracts, those of Salvador and 
Nicaragua were carried through the full 
ten-year period. Ecuador’s President Eloy Al- 
faro repudiated the contract in 1895 as “un- 
worthy of the dignity” of the government 
to continue such a contract. Unfortunately 
repudiation of the contract did not end the 
sorry state of the Ecuadorian postal service,

The six-day sessions of the sale by Parke-

considerable prominence to the sale. Lots were 
displayed by a new process on a screen, so 
that all attendants could see each item while 
bidding was in progress.

brought from $1 upward, the lower prices 
being reached by items of large cities which 
were not unusual (bids were in multiples of 
SOc, reducing competition on low-priced 
items); fancy design stampless brought as 
high as $46.

Stamps In The News 


Amir Abdullah of Trans-Jordan was re- 
cently seriously wounded in an attempted as- 
sassination as an outgrowth of his urging aid 
to British forces in Iraq. Abdullah is the 
son of former King Hussein of Hejaz and 
brother of the late King Feisal of Iraq, and 





all three have had an important part in shap- 
ing history changes which resulted in many 
stamp issues in the near East. Trans-Jordania 
is of little commercial importance as its pop- 
ulation is mostly nomadic and the character 
of the land induces no industry and little 
agriculture. But the country is of great 
strategic importance and was scene of ex- 
ploits of the late Lawrence in the warfare 
that cost the Turkish Empire all of Arabia. 
Mails travel by primitive means in Trans- 
Jordan. Stamps are supplied by the British, 
and despite the tiny volume of the mails, a 
surprising number of stamps, including many 
high values have appeared in the two decades 
of the kingdom’s history. 


@ The Netherlands Indies at Batavia are 
using a machine cancellation depicting 4 
drawing of an envelope and directing mailers 
to properly place the stamp in the upper 
right corner of letters. This is part of a 
campaign to increase the use of machines for 
stamp cancellation and avoid slower hand 
cancelling when stamps are not placed in 





customary position. 
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New Plate Numbers 


The report of postage stamp plates com- 
pleted or ordered manufactured during April 
includes as the only item in new possible is- 
sues a plate for producing Electric Eye 6c 
Presidentials, 22745, which is the usual 400- 
subject rotary press plate. Also of the same 
size and format are new plates for Defense 
Stamps: lc 22746-47, 2c 22748-49 and 3c 
22750-51. Surprisingly, additional plates have 
been made for the $5 Postal Savings: 22741- 


42-43-44. These are as before, 100-subject 
flat plate. 
Plates sent to press for the first time in 


April include only these of the 3c Defense, 
22702-03-04-05-12-13 and plate 22740 of the 
$5 Postal Savings. 

The Post Office Department also announced 
that the October 1938 report in error omitted 
plates 22108 and 22110 of the 17c¢ Presiden- 
tial as having gone to press at that time.

lected in a contest held in the county and 
these were depicted. Since no picture of Mrs.

It is unusual for catalogs to appear in 
the spring but this is just another sign that 
stamp collecting is more and more disregard- 
ing seasons and that any time feasible to a 
publisher will be accepted by the collector. 
This third edition of the Double Line cata- 
log of course is better and more complete 
than its predecessors. Many of the Presiden- 
tial items and some defense items are listed 
and priced, The catalog is priced on a NET 
basis. Very explicit explanations as to the dis- 
counts to be allowed for stamps in the vari- 
ous conditions including the initial controls, 
or datings as some are wont to refer to it. 
At this time the catalog makers think that 
dated stamps should be discounted two-thirds 
with the exception of some noted cities. We 
wonder if this wont be ammended somewhat 
as time passes. There are numerous notes in 
this catalog on the spacings, arrangement of 
types, and Missing periods. All in all a bet- 
ter catalog this time for the same money.

Solon Warts Duck Stamp 
Sold At Agency 





Senator Pat McCarran of Nevada has an- 
nounced intention of introducing an amend- 
ment to the Post Office Department ap- 
propriation bill making it possible for duck 
stamps to be purchased at all times at the 
Philatelic Agency. The amendment reads: 
“hereafter all remainders of migratory-bird 
hunting stamps shall remain on sale at the 
Philatelic Agency until disposed of or until 
Congress otherwise provides.” Present proceed- 
ure is that all stamps are destroyed each year 
following issuance of the new stamp. Re- 
mainders of the stamps would not be valid 
for use, as they are good only for one year, that 
whose date they bear. The intention in the 
amendment is to provide a source of ad- 
ditional revenue for the waterfowl sanctuary 
fund, as all such sales would be almost en- 
tirely net profit. H. S$. Wagner, Akron sub- 
mits the above information from a copy of 
Conservation News published by the National 
Wildlife Federation.
